Debugging  notes  "" 
result  in  hot  seller

ST.  LOUIS-"We  like  the  manuscript." 
the  book  publisher  said  in  a  telephone  call. 
"We  want  to  publish  your  book." 

Glorious  music  to  any  writer's  ears. 

"Great."  replied  Professor  James  McKel- 
vey,  dean  of  Washington  University's  School 
of  Engineering  and  Applied  Science.  "Only 
one  small  hitch.  I  didn't  write  it." 

McKelvey's  son,  James  McKelvey  Jr.. 
WashingtoTi  '87.  the  "other  McKelvey"  at 
WU,  had  feared  that  being  a  19-year-old  col- 
lege sophomore  would  lessen  his  chancss  of 
being  published.  Therefore,  he  hadn't 
botherwl  the  publisher  with  those  details 
when  he  submitted  his  manuscript  two 
years  ago. 

The  "other  McKelvey  "  will  soon  be  grad- 
uated with  two  d^ees,  one  in  economics 
and  one  in  computer  science  (engineering). 
Wadsworth  Publishing  Company,  one  of  the 
country's  bigge<;t  publishers  of  educational 
books,  just  released  Brother  McKelvey's 
second  book.  The  Debugger's  Handbook  to 
Turbo  Pascal.  His  first  book,  released  a  year 
ago,  Tlie  Debugger's  Handbook  to  UCSDand 
Apple  fiscal,  has  been  very  popular  among 
students  and  educators. 

His  books  provide  the  only  listing  of  com- 
piler error  messages  tor  Pascal  language  in 


"I  was  spending  dozens  of  hours  trying  to 
solve  trivial  errors."  says  McKelvey,  "I  was 
really  indignant  at  the  tremendous  waste  of 
time  in  trying  to  write  programs." 

McKelvey  said  he  searched  the  book  stores 
and  libraries  looking  for  books  with  the 
answers,  but  to  no  avail. 

"At  3  in  the  morning  when  you're  run- 
ning out  of  caffeine,  you  want  to  get  your 
program  fixed  but  you're  plagued  with  these 
insidious  little  errors,"  he  said,  obviously 
rehving  some  very  frustrating  moments  in 
his  mind. 

Those  intense  latenight  pangs  of  frustra- 
tion are  familiar  to  all  who  have  experienced 
a  computer  course. 

It  was  then  that  he  b«^n  taking  vora- 
cious notes,  recording  every  possible  error, 
or  "bug,"  and  an  explanation  of  each  one. 
Over  time,  he  amassed  a  huge  collection  of 
notes  scribbled  on  notepads  and  the  backs  of 
old  computer  printout  sheets. 


He  compiled  his  notes  to  type,  illustrate, 
photocopy  and  bind  his  first  book  himself  for 
his  classmates  to  use. 

Then,  he  discovered  high  school  students 
were  working  on  Apple  computers  which 
operate  on  virtually  the  same  language, 
called  Apple  Pascal,  as  the  UCSD  he  had 
written  for, 

"About  then  the  old  cash  raster  in  my 
mind  kicked  in  and  I  wrote  a  second  edition 
to  sell  to  high  schools,"  McKelvey  said. 

He  did  the  typesetting  himself,  using  the 
laser  printers  at  WU  to  produce  his  book  for 
St.  Louis  area  high  schools. 

The  response  was  so  positive,  Jim  decided 
to  send  copies  to  various  publishers.  It 
quickly  caught  the  interest  of  the  publishers 
who  saw  that  McKelvey's  work  plowed 
squarely  into  a  new  market. 

McKelvey's  irreverent  style  also  caught 
the  interest  of  editors  at  Wadsworth. 

"I  thought  atx)ut  who  I  was  writing  for. 
and  I  thought  of  some  student  who  has  been 
up  for  .30  hours  and  he's  in  a  panic  because 
his  program  doesn't  work,"  McKelvey 
explains.  "So.  I  play  with  the  readera  little." 

McKelvey's  wit  takes  aim  at  the  Soviet 
and  US.  governments,  computers,  pro- 
grammers, macho  men.  himself,  and  even 
Mr.  Rogers. 

Hedescribes  user  friendliness  as  an  adver- 
tising ploy  to  create  a  machine  "meant  to 
serve  humanity  peacefully  with  the  intelli 
gence  of  Albert  Einstein  and  the  personality 
of  Mr,  Rogers." 

Early  computers  are  descnbed  as  "bug- 
ridden  and  confusing  machines  which  per- 
sonified the  stereotypical  technological 
tyrant  that  could  simultaneously  ruin  your 
credit  rating,  invade  your  pnvacy,  and  tdlow 
some  12-year-old  with  a  modem  to  start 
World  War  ra  ■■ 

In  encouraging  programmers  to  write 
programs  with  "style,"  McKelvey  contends 
that  Pascal  programs  can  run  perfectly  and 
still  have  all  the  appeal  of  a  picnic  at  a 
hazardous  waste  dump," 

Humorous  examples  illustrate  problem- 
solving  techniques, 

A  "bug,"  for  instance,  is  presented  in 
which  a  program  designed  to  "coordinate 
clothing  colors  for  color-blind  professors  and 
used-car  salesmen"  errantly  matches  pink 
with  green.

His  book  has  brought  other  avenues  of 
fortune.  Excerpts  of  his  first  book  have  been 
published  in  at  least  one  magazine,  and 


inCider  Magadne,  an  Apple  user's  publica- 
tion, has  contracted  with  McKelvey  to  write 
reviews  of  new  software  on  the  market, 

Jim  appears  unaffected  by  the  attention. 
He  simply  thinks  of  himself  as  a  student, 
"anengjneenngsludent— except  at  parties  " 

He  relumed  this  fall  from  a  year  of  study 
at  the  prestigious  London  School  of  Econom- 
ics. The  Dean's  List  scholar  plans  to  com- 
plete his  fiveyear  dual  degree  program  in 
this,  his  fourth  year.

The  energetic  president  and  chief  execu 
live  officer  of  the  American  Management 
Association.  Thomas  R.  Horton,  Stetson 
'49,  interviewed  16  top  executives  about 
how  they  operate  and  get  things  done 
Horton,  as  the  author,  takes  a  back  seat  and 
allows  these  executives  lo  tell  his  readers  as 
if  in  first-person,  their  secrets  and  stories

He  says  he  usually 
gels  more  criticism  than  he  bairns  for,  but 
the  exerdse  is  very  effective. 

Horton  is  in  the  busmess  of  training  mid- 
dle and  top  level  executives.  The  AMA  is  a 
membership-based  organization  that  offers 
training  programs  for  about  100,000  execu-

Satan  as  the  Evil  One  cap- 
tures souls  wherever  man  goes. 

Lessons  from  our  ancestors 


Particularly  interesting  is  the  fraternity 
experience  likened  to  a  medieval  philos- 
opher's statement,  "When  we  walk  together. 
each  of  us  is  made  into  the  other.  When  you 
understand  what  I  understand,  I  am  made 
into  you,  and  in  a  mysterious  way,  you  are 
made  into  me."  Modem  day  observation  is 
that  "young  men  on  college  campuses  who 
livetogetheras  brothers  discover  this  truth. 
The  experience  provides  rewards  for  a  life- 
time when  in  fraternities  young  men  of  high 
character,  inlelligence.  spiritual  awareness, 
and  the  impulse  to  care  are  bonded  Ic^ether 
in  brotherly  love." 

Included  at  the  end  of  the  ninth  chapter  is 
a  quotation  from  a  Michigan  Slate  Univer- 
sity senior  fa  member  of  Sigma  Phi  Ep'iilcn 
Fralemityi  who  uTOte,  "F.mr  years  aRo,  1 
did  not  understand  what  a  fralemity  was. 
Today  I  do.  It  is  an  institution  which  com- 
pletes your  self-development.  It  teaches  you 
lo  have  faith  in  yourself  and  your  fellow 
man.  Faith  leads  to  disdphne  and  to  the 
belief  that  life  is  worth  living," 

Also  quoted  is  Thomas  R.  Marshall,  gov 


emor  of  Indiana  and  vice  president  of  the 
United  States  in  the  early  1900s,  who  wrote. 
"The  forces  that  have  been  greatest  in  my 
life  have  been  God  and  the  collie  fraternity 
that  molded  me. ' 

But  the  book  is  much  more.  It  is  John 
Robson  at  his  best  with  thought-provoking 
insights  into  our  current  times.  Thecrisisof 
1986  created  by  the  Iran  arms  deal  and  the 
reaction  of  the  political  establishment  may 
be  better  understood  after  reading  The  Pil- 
grim Goes  Forth.

Americans  don't  accept  pessimistic  outlook 


A  Biblical  prophet  said,  "Where  there  is 
no  vision,  the  people  perish." 

Dr.  Lionel  Tiger.  Rutgers  honorary, 
contends  that  the  truth  of  thai  statement 
goes  beyond  religion.  "It  affects  the  daily 
lives  ofindividuals  and  thecommunal  life  of 
a  soaety."  Tiger  wrote  in  an  article  com- 
memorating Chevrolet's  75th  anniversary 
in  a  recent  issue  of  Time  magazine. 

Dr.  Tiger,  a  professor  of  anthropology  at 
Rutgers  University,  is  a  prominent  soaal 
thinker,  especially  on  the  roots  of  optimism 
and  their  impact  on  the  human  condition. 
He  is  the  author  of  Optimism:  The  Biology  o) 
Hope.  He  has  another  book  forthcoming  that 


is  a  study  of  the  relationship  between  evolu- 
tion, ethics  and  the  industrial  system. 

Americans,  according  to  Tiger,  are  "tem- 
peramentally unable  to  accept  a  pessimistic 
outlook.  That's  just  not  the  national  style." 

Tiger  says  he  became  interested  in  the 
study  of  optimism  because  "it  seemed  to  me 
fascinating  and  important  to  understand 
howourancestorswealhered  the  uncertain- 
ties and  hazards  of  daily  life." 

There  seems  to  be  a  lesson  to  be  learned 
from  those  ancestors,  according  to  Tiger. 


done  It  before  and  we  can  do  it  again  '  Then 
was  no  dinner  for  those  who  claimed  it  wai 
all  too  discouraging  and  rolled  over  back  t< 
sleep,"  wrote  Tiger. 

"We  survived  by  deciding  the  odds  wen 
in  our  favor  and  that  we  could  prevail." 


One  of  the  key  elements  to  maintaining  an 
optimistic  outlook;  exerase. 

Hearty  exercise  can  be  an  antidote  to 
depression  and  can  cause  changes  in  the 
neurotransmitters  which,  according  to 
Tiger,  "bathe  the  brain  and  which  influence 
us  to  feel  one  way  or  the  other." 

"In  general,  exercise  makes  us  feel  good," 
he  wrote.  "A  way  of  maintaining  a  reason- 
able level  of  optimistic  brain  chemistry." 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  there  might  be  a 
good  deal  of  cynicism  on  the  part  of  the 
public  concerning  political  leaders.  Tiger 
suggests  that  "the  luster  and  force  of  major 
national  celebrations  such  as  the  rededica- 
tion  of  the  Statue  of  Liberty  prove  that  there 
IS  a  huge  fund  of  positive  civic  feeling  which 
may  be  relatively  untapped."

he  pnmary  reason  a  person  attends 
cullege  shouJd  be  to  pursue  higher  education 
with  the  goal  of  attaining  the  diploma.  One 
of  the  most  important  roles  the  Fraternity 
plays  in  a  man's  collie  life  is  in  providing  an 
environmenl  in  which  he  can  excel  academ- 
ically. Indeed,  the  Fraternity  has  a  great 
burden  to  support  and  assist  its  members 
academically — beyond  merely  providing  a 
conducive  environment. 

The  Grand  Chapter  of  Sigma  Phi  Epsilon, 
recognizing  the  significance  of  high  aca- 
demic performance,  established  a  require- 
ment at  its  1985  meeting  in  San  Antonio 
that  pledges  must  be  students  in  good  stand- 
ing academically  and  otherwise  to  qualify 
for  initiation.  Although  some  chapters  had 
their  own  grade  or  academic  standards  for 
initiation,  the  national  Fraternity  previously 
had  no  rules  in  that  area. 

To  assist  the  chapters  in  building  aca- 
demic strength,  the  National  Board  of  Direc- 
tors has  named  Dr.  Richard  Allen, 
Oregon  '58,  National  Scholarship  Chair- 
man. Dr.  Allen  will  coordinate  efforts  to 
more  clearly  define  and  focus  the  academic 
programs  of  the  Fraternity. 

Dr.  Allen  is  the  former  district  governor 
for  Oregon  and  Washington.  He  is  oversee- 
ing the  writing  and  production  of  a  new 
ChapterAcademic  Programming  and  Schol- 
arship Guide,  and  is  developing  new  pro- 
grams to  strengthen  our  academic  support 
for  undergraduates.

Once  they 
have  pledged,  a  scholarship  program  must 
already  be  in  place  and  must  be  given  pri- 
mary emphasis  as  an  integral  part  of  the 
chapter'sbrotherhood  development  program. 

Essentially,  this  is  what  ourmore  success- 
ful chapters  have  already  done.  They  have 
pledged  people  who  are  academically  super- 
ior; they  have  given  their  pledges  a  goal  to 
achieve  for  initiation  that  is  a  little  higher 
than  their  competitors;  and  most  impor- 
tantly, they  have  implemented  a  scholarship 
program  to  assure  that  each  pledge  reaches 
the  goal.

The  New  Mexico  alumni  board  decided 
that  a  housemother  was  essential  and  hired 
Mom  Falcoforthejob,  She  says  she  is  there 
for  a  vanety  of  reasons, 

"1  handle  minor  disasters  every  day," 

She  attends  chapter  soaai  functions  along 
with  overseeing  the  house  during  school, 

"1  plan  the  meals,  buy  supplies  from 
salesmen  and  make  sure  that  the  chores  are 
done  around  the  house.  The  boys  keep  their 
own  rooms  clean,  and  then  they  have  Satur- 
day work  sessions," 

Some  of  her  house  rules  include  not  cheW' 
ing  tobacco  or  smoking  in  certain  rooms. 

'She's  been  known  to  enforce  the  rules 


just  like  any  other  mom  would,"  said  one  of 
the  fraternity  members,  Dave  K.  Riddle, 
New  Mexico  "87. 

Other  housemoi  hers,  like  Mom  Randolph , 
are  charged  by  the  university  to  fulfill  only 
certain  responsibilities.  The  University  of 
Oklahoma  requires  each  fraternity  to  have  a 
live-in  adult  to  be  responsible  for  the  health 
and  safety  of  the  men  in  the  house. 

Provide  continuity 

Says  Mom  Randolph  of  her  role:  "They 
(the  brothersl  mostly  handle theirown  prob- 
lems. I  (eel  my  purpose  is  really  for  conti- 
nuity from  one  group  to  the  next.  When  new 
people  move  in  and  older  ones  move  out, 
they  really  don't  know  the  details  of  the 
house,  like  when  this  was  repaired  or  when 
that  was  last  cleaned.  When  something 
needs  to  be  done.  I  tell  them  I  ihink  it  is  time 
If  they  trust  and  respect  the  housemother, 
they  listen  and  do  it. 

"If  something  is  happening  that  I  don't 
appmveof.  I  talk  to  the  president  or  the  man 


nchargeoftt.Hehandles  It."  Ms.  Randolph 

Besides  overseeing  the  houses,  house- 
mothers offer  other  kinds  of  support  for 
chapters. 

Said  North  Texas'  Mom  Smith:  "The 
boys  come  to  me  all  the  time  with  their 
personal  and  family  problems.  It  makes  me 
feel  good  knowing  I  can  give  them  advice." 

Mom  Randoph  seldom  misses  athletic 
events  that  "her  boys"  participate  in  and 
she  says  she  loves  giving  advice.  She  recently 
taught  a  session  on  manners  and  etiquette 
for  the  chapter  members.
